aflord. He retarped to the ofice the next
wornivg, though the first hackwan to whom
he applied refused to let him énter his car-
riage; and he was in the oflice nesrly throngh-
ont each day of that mewmorable wesk up to
Friday evening, when he (as nsnal) took the
Harlem ocars for his bowe at Chappagnua,
where be epent the Saturday, as he had
doue nearly every Saturday, gave in winter,
for the last filteen years.

Whether such a certifioats i creditable to
ex-Liovernor Beymour, wa leave others Lo de-
cide. We only say that if that gallapt and
truly loyal patilot, Jumes 8. Wadsworth, had
been chozen Govervor in 1542 nobody would
have dreamed of thavkiog him for doing his
sijuple duty to Lis country, nor of giviog him
a certificate of good bebavior. e never
ne-ded the article,

In June, 1863, General Les evadiog, by a
flavk march, the Army of ths Potomae, which
confronted and stood ready to fight him on the
Itspp hsnnock—invaded Maryland and Peno-
sylvavia, The movement—us Lee's official
report virtually coufgsses—was not defensible
on military, nor oun other than political
grouneds, The Rebels hoped to win a victory
cn Northern soll, and thereby to stimnlate
their Northern friends to declare openly in
their favor, and thus, by paralyzing the Union
Government, end the countest in trinmph.
The President, justly slarmed and apprehen-
give, ealled nrgeutly on the Governors of the
Northern States for militia. Governor Say-
mour promptly respooded by sending ull the
upiformed aud disciplined wilivla of our city,
with at least one regiment orgavized for the
oconsion, The President and his War Secra-
tary thanked him for 80 doing, And, if the
forces thus sent were o manag-d that they
aid pot get within gunshot of an enemy, and
powise contributed to the glorious result of
the Gettysburg stroggle, the fault was not
Governor SBeymour's uor their own.

Now, then, having given Governor Seymonr
full credit for sending away our organized
wilitia, let us ses what was done in its absence
by himself and his *‘friends.”

I'ne 1st of July, 1863, was one of the darkest
days of our Upion, Grant stood before the
#1ill deflant intrenchments of Vicksburg.
Bavks was likewise obstructed by the earth-
works of Port Hudson, UEach of these Gene-
rals, in the midst of a4 hostile region, was then
probably confronted by foes on either side
pearly if not guite a8 numerous as his own
elevtive force.  Our pational resources and
credit were at low-water mark. Milroy
had junst been smashed at Winchester.
We were making no headway in Tennesses,
in North por in South Carolina, Hooker
Lbud been bealen by bad generalship at
Chancellorsville and forced to recross the
Rappuhapvock. His vavquished army, just
provided with a new and notried vommander,
und countered Lew's dashing advance, and was
covering Washivgton and Baltimore while fol-
lowing the fuvader into Pennsylvania, Sach
were the dreunmstances of nuprecedented gloom
snd peril nuder which Horatio Seywour, then
Governor of our State, prepared and brought
to this city a carelully written oration wherein
be powhere recogulzes the Rebel Government
aud aiwies as public and formidable ensmies,
whore coufidently expected and speedy tri-
nmwph involved our national downfsll and roin,
bat, from beginuing to end arraigned Presi-
dent Lincoln and bis Administratiou as the
great maleisctors ol the age—the chief sources
of pational evil and peril.  Here is & part of
hia carefully studied aud most envenowed
ussaull on thew:—

later duy, when the olouds of war overhinong

Republicans, and thus addressed them:—

Who can fail to see here the seed opanly
sown whence sprung our balefal harvest of
riot, arson, rapine, and murder, eight to ten
days afterwards?

— DBat Governor Seymonr was not content
with holding up to reprobation the Presideot,
the Admioistration, and the party which sud
tained them, as the guilty authors of onr
vational woes and perils. He exalted over
onr pational disasters and disappointments as
lollowg:—

—This was nttered on the 4th of Jaly—the
very day of *‘the downfall of Vicksburg'' —the
day whereon Lee relinquished to the Army ol
the Petomac the hard-tonght fiuld of Gettys-
burg, and commenced his fiual retreat from
the soil of the loysl Btates. Governor Bey-
wour had, of course, written it soms days
before. But would he not have becn wise
euoungh to suppress it, had he read the Lribue
of that moruing, wherein his attention must
bave been arrested by these special de-
spatches:—

—We must devote ous more articls to the
loyalty of Horatio Seymour, Ha will hardly
impesch our chief witness—1o wit, himsslf,
We quote no hasty, casnal ntleranoes, bat his
own carefully prepared, dellberately weighsd
lavguage., In view thersof we ask a publio
Judgment on this gquestion—"*Can ha who thos
sweepingly assalled and denouunosd the head
of our Government when he evideutly sup-
poged the Union just tottering to its (all, hwwe
been loyal to his tearfully imperilled country?”
